MANGANESE 18 BORNEO,: 
Large Deposits Available. 
The following extract from the metallur- 
gical Report upon Manganese deposits of 
Marudu Bay, British, North Borneo, by Mr 
3.0, Head, 7.0.8, F.J.0.. who was eape- 
cially engaged to investigate the ores ofthe 
district, appears in the Britis North Borneo 
Herald, ; cae 

Tho area about the region of the Man- 
prancee deposita is very muoh broken up, 
and for the most part consists of ridges or 
ranges of hills, rising in height from « few 
hundred to twelve hundred feet, with 6 
general direction nearly East and West. 
Between these ranges of hills are immense 
ravines or gorges, in which the rivers take 
thelr source, thence flowing in a Westerly 
direction to.the Bay. . ” 

‘The country rock is of a Jaspery nature 
overlaying altered | Greenstongs, with 
Hornblendic, Obloritic and other echita, 
‘The Mangancse Ore is almost invariably 
found assoolated with thty Biliceous materia! 
of one variety or another, In some local- 
ities it takes the form of Jasper, and in 
others Obert ; thls, therefore, accounts for 
theunusually highSilica contents of the ore. 
Whore thisingrediont is of a Oherty nature 
itis plainly visible and.could be aeparated 
from the ore by trimming, hand sorting, oF 
probably by some means of mechanical 
concentration at no very great cost; but, 
where it enters into combination as 6 
Silicate, it is not easily detected, nor can it 
be soparted. Fortunately, however, with 
tho more Niliceous varieties of the ore it is 
found in the form of Chert, thus affording 
facilities for its elimination. 

The ore is essentially what is termed 
* Peilomelane,’ a variety mainly composed.

‘THE PEAK RESERVATION. 
Comments by « Bombay Editor.

What was everybody's Lusiness had 
ended in being nobody's business; and 
while merchants and officials slike were 
ready to hewsil the dangor that threatened 
them, they had not made up their minds 
to face it in 8 vigorous and practical man- 
ner, _ A very different spirit appears to 
have now succeeded the comparstive apathy 
of » yoar ago. The Europesn reaidente, 
acting in unison, have drafted « petition to 
the Government in which thoy nsk that the 


Hill District may be declared 4 Buropean 
reservation: Tho Hongkong Government 
have responded with a promptitude which, 
if it is typical of their methods, entitles the 
colony to congratulation upon so energetic 
an Administration.
